Prime Minister Looms Up Large as 
Leader in Defying Nationalists 
—Sensation Sprung Today 


NO HOME RULE BILL 
AT THIS SESSION 


London, Feb. 23.—Premier 
Asquith in the Commons soday 
announced that the government 
will not introduce an Irish 
Home Rule bill at this session. 
The statement created a sen- 
sation because of the relations 
between the Nationalists and 
Liberals and Asquith’s pro- 
mise of Home Rule before the 
election. 
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London, Feb. 22.—The Liberal 
ministry today began drawing up a 
dill to limit the veto power of the 
Lords, taking from the Upper House 
all say in financial matters and re- 
ducing its deliberations to little more 
than a mockery., By this bill the 
government wil] stand or fall, in wie 
words of Winston Churchill, spokes- 
man of his party on the veto bill, who 
has been chosen to draw it up and 
to lead the fight for its passage. 

From the fighting of the last few 
days ,one figure today locms domin- 
ant, that of Premier Asquith. By his 
firm stand and his refusal to be 
cowed by threats of Irish and Labor 
secessions from the goyernment block, 
he has wrested victoty from chaos 
and placed himself in a position of 
a strong leader, Whereas, when parlia- 
ment convened on Monday its speedy 
dissolution and overthrow of the gov- 
ernment appeared imminent. 

Today the Liberal sentiment is op- 
timistic and unionist leaders are in- 
clined to admit that their opponents 
are ina fair way to straighten out 
the tangle of politics. finance and con- 
stitutional questions. The cabinet 
members were again in conference to- 
day. The declaratiun of the unionists 
that they had no desire to put un- 
necessary obstructions in the way of 
the government ,and the backing down 
of the Irish from their first stand. 
cleared the way for the beginning of 
real work. 

The selection of Winston Ohurchiil, 
as spokesman for the government, 
marks another triuinph for the radical 
element within the Liberal ranks. 
Dayid Lloyd eGorge it was, who led 
the Fight for the budget and Churchill! 
is regarded as even more radical than

London, Feb. 22.—The parliamen- 
tary situation is somewhat more hope- 
ful for the government. The Nation- 
alists and Labor parties are aware 
that they have little to gain by over- 
throwing the government, which 
would lead to dissolution, and a pos- 
sible if not probable victory for the 
Conservatives at another general elev- 
tion. Hence the extremists today. dis- 
played a more conciliatory spirit. 

The ministers met today to draft the 
veto resolutions. The result of their 
deliberations was a speech by Win- 
ston Spencer Churchill ident «of 
the board of trade at y’s session 
of the House of Commons announcing 
the determination of the government

Speaking of the committee news, Mr. 
Churchill said that the cabinet would 


stake its whole existence wpon the 
passage of the veto bill, and he pro- 
mised that a resolution embodying its 
principles would be brought forward 
at the earliest possible moment. He 
did not think that any responsible 
member would recommend that the 
House exercize its power of refusing 
the necessary supply. 
Independent Nationalist Talks. 
William O’Brien. Independent Na- 
tionalist, declared that the only ef- 
fectual thing the House could do was 
to terminate its own existence. He 
said that Redmond had yielded to 
the governmem the substance while 
retaining the shadow. The government 
had the budget, and all that the Irish 
people had was a post obit for Home 
ule on the death of the House of 
Lords. Personally, he did not regard 
the veto of the House of Lords as so 
dangerous to the success of Home 
Rule, as would be the passage of the 
et. Home Rule would be a curse 
if based upon the Imperial scheme f 
taxation; and if the veto bill was 
placed before the budget he waa satis- 
fied that the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer would have a weary wait 
for his Irish taxes.

NEW CANAL ON PLANET MARS. 


1,000-Mile Ditch Oug Last Year. 


Chicago, Feb. 22.—A new canal on 
Mars, a thousand miles in length, 
has been discovered by Prof. Percival 
Lowell, of the Flagstaff Observatory, 
in Arizona. This is evidence, accord- 
ing to the astronomer, that the planet 
is inhabited. The announcement of 
the discovery was made yesterday to 
Prof, 8. W. Burnham, of the Yerkes 
Observatory. 

Not only did Prof. Loweli see the 
new canal, but he Photographed it. 
Previous photographs of this region, 
made as late as last May, failed to 
show any trace of the new canal. The 
fact that it developed between May 
and September, when it was first ob- 
served, prof. Lowell regards as posi- 
tive proof that it is artificia: and 
therefore that living beings exist on 
the planet. 

“Prof. Lowell's discovery ia of the 
utmost importange,” said Prof. Burn- 
ham, ‘It seems to be the strongest 
confirmation yet obtained of the belief 
that there are living intelligent beings 
on Mars. It is bound to cause a stir 
in the world of astronomy. 

“Prof. Loweli’s theory that the 
markings on the planet are canals 
and that these canals are the work of 
living beings is the only one that fits 
ali the known facts.” 


MORE ACCUSATIONS 
AGAINST SIR WILFRID 


Conservatives. at a Meeting Held in 
Toronto. Harshly Criticize His 
Naval Policy—Charge Him With 
Aiming at Canada's Independence. 


Toronto, Fe». 21.—The proposed 
@tablishment of a Canadian navy 
was freely criticized by several 
speakers at joint meeting of the 
Central and South Toronto Conserva- 
tive associations this evening. The 
meeting was held in the club-rooms 
on Simcoe street. Mr. Arthur Van 
Koughnet presiding. Among the 
speakers were Mr. E. Bristol, M. P.; 
Mr. A. Claud McDonell, M. P.; Thos. 
Hook, E .W. Jowens and Henry 
Sheard 


Mr. Bristol, in criticizing the pro- 
posal, argued that « separate navy 
for Canada was an indication wat 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was aiming at an 
independent cxistence for Canada in 
the future, and he quoted from some 
speeches of Sir Wilfrid in support of 
his contention. He said it would tage 
fifty years to produce a proper navy, 
whereas if war were ever to take 
place it would take place in the/North 
Sea, where Canada’s navy would be 
useless. He strongly urged that Can- 
ada’s contribution take the shape +f 
Dreadnoughts. 

Mr. MacDonell] also urged an im- 
mediate contribution of Dreadnoughts, 
saying that Canada could not do bet- 
ter than follow the example set by 
New Zealand. 

Mr. Thos. Hook, in supporting the 
case for the Dreadnoughts. said tnat 
Germany’s explanation that her 
naval expansion was to keep growth 
with her mercantile expansion, was 
not borne out by the facts. The 
growth of the navy far exceeded tust 
of the mercantile marin, and he 
thought it had a sinister meaning 
toward the British empire. 


IMPERTINENT U. 6. OFFICIALS 


Windsor Aldermen Weuld Dump Cus- 
toms Men in River. 


Windsor. Feb, 22.—Compiaints have 
been registered over the insulting and 
arrogant methods adopted bythe U. 
8S. immigration. officers stationed at 
Windsor ferry dock. They are al- 
lowed to take up their position on the 
Canadian side, and keep tab on people 
crossing the river. They may ask 
questions, but are not allowed to take 
any action till the object of their 
enquiries reaches the American side. 
It is alleged that they have fallen into 
the habit of insulting Canadians who 
make the ferry trip. 

‘The matter came up in council last 
night when Alderman Trumble waxed 
wrathy, and suggested throwing the 
offending officials in the river. Mild- 
er counsels, however, prevailed, an! 
it was decided to place the quéstion 
in the city solicitor’s hands, and find 
out if U. 8. immigration officers have 
& legal right to stop Canadians on 
their own soil-and ply them with ques- 
tions. Townsmen await developments 
with decided interest.

MOB PUTS STATE 
MILITIA TO PLIGHT 


Philadelphia Strike Riots Assume 


Alarming Proportions— Many 
Setious Conflicts. 


PRES. GOMPERS FORBIDS 
GENERAL STRIKE 


Philadelphia, Penna., Feb. 
22.--It is stated by labor lead- 
ers here today that President 
Gompers, of the FedePation 
Labor, has forbidden a ge 
strike. It ie seid that Presi- 
dent Murphy will be ‘‘Let 
down easy,’ but that both 
Gompers and Organizer C. O. 
Pratt are working against a 
genera] strike plan. 

It is believed the crisis of 
the strike has been averted. 

Street car officials declared 
today that yesterday's fighting 
resulted in a loss of $45,000. In 
all two hundred and ninety- 
five cars were wrecked. 

The fourth day of the street 
car strike was marked by 
bleodshed and rioting. Five 
policemen early today were in- 
jured by sticks thrown by 
strike ey pie when a 
mob of 5, attacked a car 
manned by imported strike. 
breakers. 

The police fired revolvers 
at the mob without effect. The 
crew was badly beaten. The 
car police finally dispersed the 
mob. There were numerous 
arrests. 
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Philadelphia, Feb. 22.—The mob, 
the bomb, and the torch held com- 
mand of the street car strike situation 
there today. Martial law was declar- 
ed in the city, but the rioters made 
a farce of it. They stripped the uni- 
forms from the backs of the State 
Fencibles, the one military organizat 
tic ¢ that was called out, and threw 
their coats, hats and rifles into the 
scwers. Then they pelted the militia- 
ri.n with bullets ‘extracted from’ :har 
own carttidge boxes and drove them 
te ignominious flight, 

All over the town there was rioting 
and stoning of cars and there were 
several burnings and one bad case of 
dynamiting. The outbursts came 
with the suddenness of explosions, not 
only in the outlying district, but in 
the very heart of the city. In most 
cases the car crews were driven away 
before the police could come to their 
aid, and their trolleys were uniracked 
and demolished. 

The police were edmittediy unable 
to deal with the situation and their 
militia helpers were worse than use- 
less. The blue coats drew revolvers 
in some cases, but, either from mo- 
tives of sympathy‘or demoralization 
seldom | fired even in the air. The 
State Fencibles fixed their ‘bayonets 
and had their rifles loaded with bail 
cartridges, but they never charged 
nor sta The result of all is 
was that the mobs of strikers and 
their sympathizers gained new cour- 
age and uew disregard for the police 
guardians. 

A Bystander Killed. 

One man--the usual innocent by 
stander—was killed as the result of @ 
me.ee at Marke: and Twelfth streets, 
right in the centre of the town, There 
was hooting and jeering at the strike 
breaking crew of a westbound car. 
The motorman got down and engaged 
one of the rioiers. While trying to 
get out of the rumpus, the victim, 
who has not been identified, wes 
struck by a car bound east and ¢: 5 °- 
ed between that and a delivery wagon. 
He was dead when picked up. 

Two boys were shot, one perhaps 
fatally, by one of the, few policemen 
that used a revolver. ‘The policeman, 
who was standing with a motorman, 
saw a mob piling trees and sewer pipe 
actosa the tracks to halt the All.gh ny 
avenue car, on which he was riding 
through the tower end of Germantown. 
He ordered the members to disperse 
and they laughed at him. Then he 
let fly and his bullets struck Walter 
Stab and Frank Kalb, youngsters of 
15, who were on the outskirts of the 
crowd and had taken no part in the 
disturbance. One ball pierced Stab’s 
side very close to his heart, and he 
wil) most likely die, The other lad 
got only a flesh wound. 

One-Fifth of Cars Running. 

Only about 400 cars out of @ total 
of 2,000 were in operation today and 
nearly all of these had policemen 
standing guard fore and aft. They 
carried few passengers, for travelling 
was a perilous pursuit, when it was 
interrupted every few blocks by show- 
ers of bricks and stones. 

Tomorrow, the strike leaders declare, 
there will be still fewer cars in opera- 
tion. And besides there may be @ 
widespread sympathetic strike on the 
part of 25,000 or 30,000 other union 
workmen throughout the city. 

John J. Murphy, head of the Cen- 
tral Federa’ Unions, early this 
morning took a-poli of the 300 unions 
comprising about 100,000 workmen of 
various trades which are under his 
jurisdiction, He asked them whether 
or not they would be willing to strike 
in sympathy with their brothers. of 
the street railway, and a unanimous 
“yea” was the answer 

“Then strike,” ordered Murphy. 


A Leader Protests. 
But C. O. Pratt, the leader of the

at Timothy Healy, of the Sta- 
tionary Firemen’s Union, arrived in 
town tonight and joined the other lead.

Will Run More Cars. 

“The moment the company begins to 
gain they will run more cars than they 
are running now, then I will allow the 
call out of the firemen in the power 
house, We have more than eight per 
cent. of the firemen. On the other hand 
a conference of city and state officials 
made a counter proposition. 

“If the mob gains any more ground,’ 
was what they said practically, “we will 
order out not only the first brigade 27f 
the National Guard, which includes all 
the troops in Philadelphia, but the Third 
Brigade, from the towne up state. There 
are more than 20,000 ready now for mob 
ilization at a few hours notice,” 

Governor Stewart, Mayor Reyburn, Di- 
rector Clay of public safety, and Sheriff 
Mafhn were in this conference. They 4e- 
cided, despite the fact that there was 
rioting all day, that the situation was 
not beyond the contro! of the police. At 
the same time the mayor and sheriff 
drew up a formal appeal to'the governor 
for troops which they filed at the tele- 
graph offices and will send the instant 
necessary. 

Trouble in Northeast. 

The biggest trouble of today was the 
northeast section of the city, in Kensing- 
ton where all the textile mills, Cromp’s 
shipyards and other big mechanical 
plants are located. 

The workmen at these places had a 
holiday and thronged the streets, hoot- 
ing and je*ring all the crews and the 
passengers who rode in the cars. From 
hooting and jeering, they got to throwing 
bricks and Belgian blocks through the 
windows. A’ few Paice charged the crowd 
at Lehigh and Germantown avenues, but 
wore driven back in disorder: 

At the corner of Germantown avenue 
and Somerset street a small group of 
men attacked a car. A mob of about 
1,000, including many children gathered 
in the block out of curiosity. Then a 
Rapid Transit man lost his head and 
fired ,and a child was injured. 

The jostling of the soldiers, which up 
to this time had been chiefly horse play, 
now became serious. The crowd, growing 
excited, thought a state constable had 
shot the shot.

At Germantown avenue, and Lehigh, 
a block away, another storm centre 
broke out just there and here the first 
attack was made upon the militiamen. 
Half a dozen mill workers grabbed a 

jer and stripped his coat off his 

k. Then they took his hat and threw 
it down a sewe1 and followed it with the 
coat. Meanwhile others had wrested ' is 
rifle from him and extracted its cart- 
ridges. 

“Let's have a bull,” demanded the 
crowd. The militiaman’s cartridge belt 
was émptied and the long slim projec- 
tiles were passed out to every one with- 
in reach. Women grabbing them as eag- 
erly as men. 

“Beat it, you,” they yelled. “Go down 
to where you belong and tell your moth- 
er we sent you.” 

Fought With Fists. 

The crowd then caught up a young 
lieutenant’s sword and broke it against 
the curbstone. They took other privates 
and rolled them in the muddy stre¢ts. 
Those who saw the danger coming stood 
at their posts and tried to fight with 
their fists, but they were easily over- 
powered. Others shouted along the line 
for some one to send word to Major Bra- 
wer to take command and give the order 
to fire, but the gallant major had estab- 
lished headquarters a couple of blocks 
away and could not be reached in time. 

One or two Fencibles mude a show by 
levelling their rifles at the crowd and fir- 
ing in the ait, but in a short time they 
were pummelled and humiliated. The in- 
congruous spectacle of soldiers being re 
ecued by police then followed. Police 
Sergeant Bubler, at the head of a squad 
of forty cavalry patrolmen, led his ¢om- 
mand inte the mob and by swinging the 
riot clubs, right and left, they succeeded 
in dispersing .it. Not long after, the 
Foncibles were called off. They were a 
bedraggled looking lot as they marched 
four abreast away from the Kensington, 
Their farewell was a chant, by the words 
“Left, left, | had a good home and I 
left.”’ 

Several minor riots followed  there- 
abouts including a couple of fierce con- 
flicts betwen the police and the strike 
sympathizers, In all of these there was 
gun play, but the firirg wae generally by 
excited rioters who did not aim and con- 
sequently did not hit anybody. Two men 
in the Germantown and Lehigh districts, 
however, were slightly wounded, 
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END OF DEBATE 
IS YET AFAR OFF 


Heard on Naval Issue—Tuesday 
in the Commons. 


Ottawa, Feb. 22—After eight days of 
debate on the naval bil) within the 
past two weeks the House today list- 
ened patiently to four more speakers 
review the arguments presented in ex- 
fenso by Sir Wilfrid Lawrier, Hon. 
Mr. Lemieux, 8ir Frederick Borden 
and Messrs. Borden and Foster in the 
tirst round. The ground has already 
been so thoroughiy covered that little 
upportunity 14 left to the. thirty-odd 
remaining epeakeis still on the jist for 
hearing to develop any new points. 
Messrs. Ralph Smith of Nanaimo, 
and Mr. Rivet of Montreal, both con- 
tributed effective and logical speeches 
in support of the government's policy. 
The utterances of Messrs. Borden and 
Foster Jast year in support of a Can- 
adian navy were again invoked as 
convincing replies to the utterances 
of these gentlemen now in opposition 
to. the policy they themselves had 
urged with the unanimous endorsa- 
tion of parliament last March, 
Monk Misrepresents French-Canadians 

Mr. Rivet, speaking Jor the French 
Canadians of Quebec, declared thai 
Mr. Monk misrepresented the attitude 
of the great majority of the French- 
speaking citizens of Canada, who were 
joyal to Britain the mother and 
guardian of their liberty. 

From a purely party standpoint, he 
rejoice! in the tactics of the opposi- 
tion, but as a loyal Canadian he had 
hoped for a more patriotic and broad- 
minded dealing with a great national 
and imperial question. 

Dr. Schaffner, of Souris, Manitoba, 
and Dr. Edwards, of Frontenac, on 
the opposition side, followed the usual 
lines charging disloyalty on the part 
of the premier, and libelling the gov- 
ernment’s policy as a separatist move- 
ment. 

Sir Wilfrid was again absent from 
the House. He has been nursing a 
slight cold for the past few days, and 
is taking advantage of the time-con- 
suming process of speech-making in 
the Commons to get in a quiet mitl- 
session rest. 

Squabble Over Counsel, 

The inquiry by a special committee 
oi the Commons into the causes which 
led up to the resignation of Hugh D. 
Lumsden, chief engineer of the Na- 
tional Transcontinental railway, open- 
ed today. Mr. Lumsden, who was not 
represented by counsel, remarked that 
he did not want counsel. Houghton 
Lennox, of Si1~oe, however. said that 
in the interests of the country, coun- 
sel should be retained. 
reflection upon the maaner in which 
the constructio nof this railway was 
being conducted and the e’s in- 
terests ought to be looked after. 

E. W. MacDonald, of Pictou, object- 
ed, declaring that there were only two 
parties in this inquiry, Mr. Lumsden 
and engineers accused. 

T. W. Crothers, of West Elgin.and 
Mr. Lennox denied this, arguing two 
parties were the public of one side 
and commissioners who were respon- 
sible for engineers on other side. 

Samuel Baker, of Hamilton—If you 
want a one-sided investigation, say 
so.”

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VISCOUNT'S SON NOT LIGELLEO. 


Jury OGoeclare Articles Justified. Ne 
Character to Lees. 


London, Feb. 22—The Hon. Henry 
Frederick Walpole Manners-Sutton, son 
of Viscount Centerburg, today lost his 
suit against T. W. H. Crossland, ¢ubd- 
editor of the Academy, when a juty 
found that the latter was not guilty of 
the charge of libelling him when he 
wrote articles for the Academy, of which 
Lord Alfred Douglas is the editor. 
Crossland made gerious attacks on the 
moral character of Mannere-Sutton, who 
is the head of a religious publishing con- 
cern, and a relative of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

The plaintiff charged that the de- 
fendants, in printing scandalous stories 
about his private life, were actuated by 
his rofusal to advance a certain amount 
of money to carry on the publication of 
the Academy. The defendants when call- 
ed upon to answer the libel charged 
pleaded justification. Some of the testi- 
mony during the trial wes, unprintable. 


As Result of Coal Strike. 

Sydney, N.8., Feb. 22—Forty-siz per- 
sons were sentenced by Judg: Lawrence 
in the supreme court today to various 
terms in the penitentiary and county 
jail, The bulk of the offentes arose out 
of the etrike.

GRAIN DEALERS WAIT 
ON THE GOVERNMENT 


Grain Exporters From Both East anc 
West Ask Federal Government to 
Take Over the Terminal Elevators 
at Fort William and Port Wil- 
Hiam—A Big Undertaking. 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 22.—Representa- 
tives of the grain dealers and grain 
exporters from the east and west to- 
day asked the government to take over 
the control of the terminal elevators 
at Fort William and Port Arthur, or 
if not willing to do that to require 
the railway companies, which trana- 
ported gtain, to control them, thus 
eliminating middlemen.

vernment with the request were 

. Hargraft, Ruttan, Flemming, 
Stoddard, and Metcalfe, of Winnipeg. 
Carruthers and Norris, of Montreal, 
and Captain Richardson, of Kingston. 
Grain Inspector Shorn was also pre 
sent at the interview. 

The members of the government, to 
whom the request was presented, were 
Sir Richard Cartwright and Hon. 
Measrs. Fisher, Oliver and King. 

The case was fully gone into by the 
members of the delegation, thd chief 
speakers being Messrs. Hargraft and 
The grain men made severe 
charges against the leasees~of the ter- 
minals elevators at Fort William and 
Port Arthur. They claimed that as 
the result of the operations of the 
present control of the elevators the 
grain owners suffer losses. They urg- 
ed that while the inspector at Winni- 
peg makes a deduction for impurities 
in grain. which is charged against 
western shippers and credited to the 
elevator men at Fort William and 
Port Arthur, who are supposed to 
clean the grain, in practice the grain 
is not cleaned. but the elevator men 
get credit for the weight of the chaff. 
The chief ground of complaint was 
against the practice of ‘‘mixing.” 
Théy claim that there is a com 
stant manipulation and mixing of 
grades. 

They said that high clase grain 's 
taken for the purpose of bringing up 
an inferior grade to a grade which 
will enable it to command a high 
price, and that for the hi grade 
grain thus taken a low grade is sub- 
stituted for the purpose of making 
up the quantity to the number of 
bushels in the original consignment. 

The members of the government 
stated thet there was a specia! com- 
mittee o {the government named to 
deal with the question of grain hand- 
ling and that representations of the 
delegation would receive the moat 
careful consideration. It was pointed 
out, however, that the demand which 
was made on the government was not 
a small one, as the taking over of 
the terminal elévators would require 
- expenditure of severa] million dol- 
ars. 

There was also involved the im- 
portant question of government own- 
ership of clevators. It was further 
pointed out that if the demands were 
granted legislation would be required 
and at this sdvanoed stage of the ses- 
sion. the government could hardly 
hope to get « bill through along with 
the large amount of legislation now 
before parliament stil! remaining to 
be diaposed of.

The proximity of the snow-capped Olympian mountains has 
a marked effect on the summer temperature, which is never 
int @nsely hot, while the Japan current, striking the west 
coast, brings with it moisture and heat, which temper the 
severity of the winter.
